WASHINGTON, April 4.— Secret- 


ary Weeks complied today with the 
request of the Senate Daugherty com- 
mittee" for certain papers bearing on 
aircraft cases, but the personal ap- 
pearance of the secretary for ques- 
tioning was postponed until a later 
date. 
The records which Mr. Weeks for- 
warded to Chairman Brookhart were 
those taken from Thomas V. Lane, 
former adviser to the Chief of the Air 
Service when Lane 'was dropped from 
the service. 
The committee sought 


to get the papers 
yesterday from 
Captain W. F. Volandt, 
who took, 
them, from Lane's*desk but Volandt 
replied that a personal summons ad- 
dressed to the secretary himself would 
be necessary. 
Committee members announced yes- 
terday that the secretary wo'jld be 
asked to- take the witness stand this 
morning but the letter subsequently 
sent to Mr. 
Weeks 
by 
Chairman 
Brookhart contained no such request. 
It was said he would appear after 
the committee's present line of in- 
quiry into charges of aircraft frauds 
has "been completed. 
In pursuing this branch of its in- 


•vestigatioji. the committee again had 
both Volandt.and Lane before it to- 
day and called other witnesses hav- 
ing a knowledge of the government's 
war time aircraft program and the 
steps that have been taken since the 
armistice toward financial settlements 
•with the fidms involved. 
In forwarding the papers to the 
committee, Secretary Weeks, said in 
the letter- to Chairman' Brookhart: 
* "Dear Senator: 
"I- have received 
your letter of 


April 3rd, requesting that I send cer- 
tain official records, desreibed in- a 
memoranda-accompanying your let- 
ter and am accordingly sending the 
same by Captain W. F. Volandt, as- 
sistant chief, finance section", air ser- 
vice, who is familiar with these rec- 
' ords and can assist you in referring 
to their conteiits. 
"I hardly need suggest that inas- 


much as these are important public 
records, it is most desirable thai they 
be carefully preserved and that they 
be withdrawn from this department 
for as short a time as possible. These 
papers relate largely to matters now 
in course of litigation or about to be 
litigated and th££e is much in them 
which it disclosed or made known to 
the defendants in. the suits brought 
and to 
be brought 
by the United 
Stales would result in great injury to 
the public interests. 
1 have there- 


fore to request that you conduct your 
examination of these papers in such 
a wav as will not reveal their con- 
tents "to the public at large at pre- 
sent. 
"As indicating the importance of 
this mater, these papers are involved 
in suits now brought or about to be 
brought in 30 different cases involving 
ah amount of $42.000,000. 
"I "may say, however, that there is 


no need" whatever of secrecy in the 
case of the memorandum of May 2G. 
1921. signed by Major General Char- 
les T. Menoher. chief of air service, 
addressed to the Secretary of War. 
setting up the reasons why settlements 
of certain war contracts in the air 
service ought to be reinvestigated and 
re-audited and the exhibits thereto. 


""An additional reason for the ex- 
ercise of both care and haste in res- 
pect to these papers is that it is al- 
most certain that they will soon have 
to be produced before a special contv- 
mittee of the House of Representa- 
tives for the investigation of the ac- 
tivities" of the air service, war depart 
' mena and the aviation of the navy and 
the aviation of the post office depart- 
ment. 
"In order 
that 
the war depart- 
ment's responsibility for the preserv- 
ation of these papers may not bfl in- 
terrupted. I request that they remain 
in the custody of Captain Volandt at 
all »imes. He wiil produce them be- 
fore your committee whenever yi* 
may desire to continue your examin- 
ation of them.

financial assistance to Germany, are 
making active preparations to raise 
capital

credit bank. While official action has 
been withheld pending publication of 
the report, steps already have been 
taken to assure American leadership 
in financing such an institution^ whose 
needs would absorb a large share of 
the proposed international loan. 


Subscriptions to the banks capital 


would be made by virtually all of this 
country's leading -financial institu- 
tions, it appears. 
Prominent inter- 


national bankers have indicated their1 
willingness to assist in raising Amer- 
ica's quota, although the manner and 
extent of their participation would be 
determined 
by the nature of the 


Dawes report. 
4 An institution supplying funds lor 
the

of

bank, American financial interests, it 
is believed, will open the way for 
participation by France, Belgium and 
other foreign nations, whose assist- 
ance in financing the rehabilitation in 
Germany 'is one of the essential con- 
ditions on which the Dawes report 
has been framed.

The |100,000,000 recently establish- 


ed hei^ for, the _Bank of France was 
not strictly limited "to measures for 
stabilizing" exchnage although that 
was effectively accomplished. 
The 


gold, which, forms security for the 
loan, it is believed, can now be utili- 
zed to enable France to assume her 
share of the German bank undertak- 
ing. 
A proposed loan to Belgium 


would accomplish a similar purpose. 
Through this country's rjarticipa- 


jtlon in the project, vast stores of 
American gold would find an outlet 
into productive channels. Bankers in 
discussing the situation, said this 
would be one of the principal bene- 
fits to the United States and also 
pointed out that the granting of an 
international credit to Germany would 
open a large field for the export of 
American goods. 
Bv assuming leadership in the _act- 


ual restoration of Germany, the- Unit- 
ed States, thev predict, would further 
enhance its financial prestige, giving 
it a position of importance, even ex- 
ceeding that of crucial days of the 
war.

titled to know "what he had to de- 
fend" and Chairman Willie of the 
committee ruled in his favor. 
Dele- 
gate Bragg of Brunswick appealed 
the chairman's 
decision, but after 


further discussion the whole matter 
was passed by until later. 
"I am very sorry that I am .not in 


accord with the ruling of the chair," 
said Mr. Gordon. 
"Neither do 1 re- 
gard the chair's rule that the evid- 
ence in this case shall be confined 
strictly to, the rules of court proceed- 
ure is just. 
This investigation has 


a large scope." 
The attorney then stated "that of- 


ficers of the state ought to be like 
Caesar'e wife— above reproach" and 
that in a legislative investigation^ bur- 
den of proving a "clean "bill of health' 
should be on the official. 
"I do not think Commissioner Lee 


ought to ask for a bill of particulars. 
Delegate Gordon said. 
"He is an officer and knows wheth- 


er he has been guilty cf immoral con- 
duct aboard the boats. 
Doesn't ne 


know whether Uhe charges are true, 
or false?" If he doesn't 
then he 


ought to retire from office." 
Both delegates Gordan and Sen- 
ator Stubbs of Middlesex, prosecut- 
ing member of the committee, said 
they were unaple to furnish a full bill 
of particulars, citing; incidents and 
dates, because1 they did not know the 
complete testimony of the witnesses 
to 'be offered.' -

"It would be unfair to furnish a 
bill of particulars, giving the names 
of -witness and evidence before being 
brought out from the witness." the 
attorney said. 
"It would give Com- 
missioner an opportunity, if he so. 
desired to attempt to influence wit- 
ness." " 
Commissioner Lee said he did not 


desire the names of witnesses but a 
list of specific charges, alleged inci- 
dents and dates. The Chairman cited 
court proceedure in making his rul- 
ings. 
Delegate Gordon insisted that he 


had not talked with all the witnesses 
and that he did not have time to see 


them in order to furnish the bill of 
particulars. 
Owing to the chair's rul- 
ing in regard to introduction of tes- 
timony and the last decision, if up- 
held by the committee, Mr. Gordon 
<aid, he felt that in justice to -Sen- 
ator Stubbs. he would have retire as 
counsel. 
. 
"I do not purpose to be a party to 


a case in which opportunity is not 
Kiven to bring out all evidence," he 
asserted. 
Commissioner Lee, in his argument, 


stated that he could "look out for 
himself." but that he had .the names 
of some of the "best ladies of the land 
who have been on the boats," to de- 
fend. 
Senator Stubbs, interrupted with 


the statement that so far as be knew 
the namp of no woman would be men-

those connected with the charges of 
immorality.

Danville Cases 


o—— 
Considerable Interest is manifested 


by members of the local bar In the 
Special Court of Appeals provided for 
by legislative act and the five mem- 
bers of which were recently appoint- 
ed by the Virginia Court of Appeals- 
Interest locally i» due to the fact that 
a number of cases from the Danville 
courts have been turned over to the 
special court for final adjudication. 
It is probable that the Ruffin-Green 
damage suit now on the appellate 
court docket will be decided by the 
new court. 
The five judges who have been ap- 


pointed on the new court which will 
remain In existence until 1926. are 
Judge Christian of Lynchburgr. Judge 
Chichester. of Fredericksburg-, Judge 
Holt, of Staunton. Judge Crump, of 
Richmond, and Judge McLemore of 
Suffolk. 
Members of the bar declare 
that this is an exceptionally strong 
court all of its members being vet- 
eran jurists with twenty years or 
more experience on the bench. 


The purpose of the special court 


of appeals is to clear up the heavily 
encumbered docket of the Virginia 
Court of Appeals, creating a condi- 
tion which extends litigation for a 
long tjme. It is rare that once a case 
has been appealed that it is decided 
under a year and sometimes it is 
longer than that. '

Be Urged Friday 


N>xt Friday. April llth. ha» bc«-n 


dewignated as Arbor Day and the fact 
haa Impelled Garden Club* and other 
civic organizations to 
SOIIIP action 


urging tree-planting on that day. 
While In the judgment of matay, the 
autumn ia the bent time for Hrana- 
plantlng- trees, the designation of Ar- 
bor Day In the spring will sorvc to 
concentrate public thought and effort 
upon tree-propagation and the con- 
servation of line trees, particularly In 
the cities. 


The Danville Garden Club is already 


manifesting an Interest in the celebra- 
tion or observance of the day in the 
city. 
One feature of the celebration 
and one which will be educative and 
influential in turning the minds of the 
children to the real and vital Impor- 
tance of forest, preservation and of 
sparing valuable shade trees from mu- 
tilation and Injury done through Idle- 
ness, thoughtlessness or wantonness 
will be the planting of a tree with ap- 
propriate ceremony on the grounds of 
each of the public schools. The occa- 
sion wiuld seem an appropriate one to 
require of the pupils of the higher 
grades and of the high school essays 
on the value and importance of tree- 
conservation. Readings or addresses 
conveying accurate information as to 
the service rendered humanity and the 
protection against storms and floods 
by the conservation of trees would be 
instructive and might also be Impor- 
tant. 


Another timely point In the observ- 
ance of the day would be an impres- 
sive admonition to children and adults 
also against the destruction of small 
trees at the Christmas season, and the 
tendency to denude the trees of their 
beautiful blossoms In the spring. The 
establishment of a. city nursery for 
shade trees from which citizens could 
procure young trees for their lawns or 
for the grass in front of their homes 
would do much to stimulate arbor cul- 
ture here at home.

NEW YORK, April 4.—A dull mar- 


ket may come today and would, to 
my way of thinking, be the best indi 
catino of strength. I a mnot unmind- 
ful that we have bulled the marke 
to a point where buying cotton is no 
longer like buying at a receiver's sale 
But there is still good value to be had 
by a bargain hunter which is just 
another way of saying that at this 
level I would rather scalp the market 
than to pyramid profits further.
